James C. Fraizer, husband of 
Mrs. Fraizer, arrived home from 
work at 6:25 p.m. and was the 
first to discover the body float¬ 
ing in the pool. He told Officer 
Frank Buchanan that he hap¬ 
pened to look toward the 
plunge and noticed a towel ly¬ 
ing on the edge. 

“Something told me of the 
danger, and I went over to the 
pool,” Mr. Fraizer was quoted 
as saying. 

He quickly pulled his wife 
out of the water and attempt¬ 
ed to revive her, at the same 
time calling to his neighbor for 
help. 

Police were unable to deter¬ 
mine how long Mrs. Fraizer had 
been in the water. It was re¬ 
ported that she could swim, 
but ordinarily never ventured 
toward the deep end. A coro¬ 
ner’s autopsy surgeon at Grant 
Chapel Tuesday said the wom¬ 
an died of drowning.
